Censorship Abolished. 


It was officially announced at night 
that the censorship of press telegram s 
had been abolished. It was stated that 
officers and privates who met at the 
university on Oct. 3 formally resolved 
to use arm s against 
the 
autocracy 
which was striving to strangle the pro­ 
letariat, who had not reached th e last 
act cf the revolution. 
A drenching downpour of rain was 
a more effective m eans of preventing 
a renewal of th e demonstrations than 
the police and military patrols. 
The 
crowds had no desire to ap p ear on the 
streets in the to rren ts of rain. 
It is now definitely established that 
the whole stu d en t movement is prac­ 
ticably conducted by a student organi­ 
zation which belongs to 
the 
Social 
Democratic party. 
Much of the work 
has he* n directed from the h ead q u ar­ 
ters at berlin and Geneva. 
T h e or- 
| canizat.ioti includes students th rough­ 
out Russia and they are acting in har­ 
mony with the leader in St. P e te rs­ 
burg, who has 
displayed 
rem ark able 
genius as an organizer and director. 
H e is a young m a n twenty-three years 
old and an exceedingly clever student. 
His special aptitu d e 
is 
mathematics. 
T he comrades of the student leader 
manifest intense devotion to h im and 
rely implicitly on his judgment. 
Amnesty is expected to he proclaim ­ 
ed soon. 
It is understood, however, 
th at it will except certain political 
prisoners whose liberation it is con­ 
sidered would th reaten public and in­ 
dividual safety. 
It is estim ated that 
the am nesty will affect 15,OOT' persons 
who are shut up in jails, prisons and 
fortresses in E uropean 
Russia 
and 
other thousands in the penal colonies 
of Siberia. 
Besides it will permit the

ished from their homes and compelled 
to live-in specific dMoca lidos.

How she by sheer force of a 
wholesome personality and down right 
honesty of purpose triumphs over lier 
enemies and traducers and brings hap 
piness to all those who have loved and 
trusted her is told in an exceedingly in­ 
teresting and at the same time humor 
ous manner.
